PABTINQ OF THE FINANCIAL WAYS. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon is an officer ot the ciovenimout 
who is not well known to the rank and file of the people. Prom time 
to time, howcviT lio makes a settins; forth of financial fact or an 
analysis of fiscal problems whieh puts public questions in a new 
afipect. The cireumstaner that .Mr. .Mellon seems never to be misle 
by the will-o'-the-wisp oi politics but comes straight to the point 
with blunt business like statements singles him out among public 
men of tlie present day and should make hia service of the highes 
>-alue to the community, 

Mr. Mellon has now turned a bright white light upon the soldier 
bonus proposal. The lacts which he develops are then 

1. The scheme to use interest or principal payments received 
from foreigin countries ns a bonus basis is unthinkable, because the 
interest is iuiidequato if collected, and at present impossible ot col 
lection; while tlie plan itself is dishonest, because "in justice to 
Liberty bond holders the Qovemraent is bound to apply any priuei- 
payments • • • to the retirement of ontstanduig Liberty bonds * * ' 

2. The funds for bonus distribution if raised at all must there- 
fore be raised by taxation. They will require $850,000,000 to $l,Oi>0.- 
000,000 during the first two years. 

3. The total cost of the bonus will not be less than ♦1^,300 000,. 
(ICQ and may run to .•f:);200.000,000. 

4. So fully is the field of taxation now eovered that it is difficult 
to recommend' any new or additional impositions. 

."). .\ bonus policy will greatly impede and hinder the Treasury 
in the funding and disposition of the public debt, larjre sums of 
which fall due within the next year or two 

This is the whole case. Secretary Mellon s stotement briefly put 
it that the Government cannot pay a bonus calling for #1.000,000,000 
within two years out of any funds now in band and is in no position 
to get new funds; while, should it attempt to do so. it will run irnnt 
risk of entirely disorganicuig the finances of the nation beside enor- 
laously increasing the already too lieavy expenses of administration. 
Incidentally the Secrctarj brings out the little known fact that the 
Government is now spending annually on the care and relief oi 
diers about $4.50,000,000, a sum which would be in addition to the 
amounts contemplated in the bonus program. 

A choice now made in favor of bonus e.xtravaeanee would be 
fatal to the prospccte of recovery from the desperate conditions into 
which we were plunged by the war and might easily compel us to as- 
snme a place by the side of llie European countries whose budgets 
not only have never been balanced but are unlikely to be. Secretary 
Mellon's impressive showinir ol iii<*ts and fisur.B must convince every 
thouijhtful reader with lin- conviction that the situation has not 
l>een exugnerated and that the liiuie has come to faee a crucial con- 
dition in American politics and finance. 

The time has come for the business community, indeed for sober 
citizens of all classes and in nil parts of the country, to arouse thetii- 
selves to the sitiuition and to express some definite view as to tii-- 
bonus (luestion. They should indicate their opinion in no uncertain 
terms to their members of Congress and convince their Representa- 
tives that there is no surer road to defeat than commitment to this 
plan for the vn-ecking of the Tnasnry and of national finance in

A BONUS PLAN WOULD BE BBTTEB THAN A PBOAST. 

Soldie rs' lJ(lllll^ It'^islatinn lias hocn indorsi-d in principli' by 
President Harding, by a large group of United States senators and 
representatives, by a vast majority of tlie 4,000,000 American world 
var veterans, by imiuraerable civilian org.inizations, and. we believe 
l)y the majority of American citizens whose honios, lives, in-stitutioiis, 
and property these soldiers defended at the risk of their own lives 
and at the sacrifice of their material prosperity. It is virtually as- 
Btjred. 

Secretary .Mellon's stati'ment that 8.')0.000,000 "burdensome 
ndditional taxation" will be required in the next two years to finance 
the initial payments of a bonus and that "the taxes already in force 
tlie loo oiRTOiis for the conntrj-'s !?ood" therefore appears in tho light 
of opposition to a project morally approved. It was such opposi 
tion, extended through the president, that postponed passage of the 
tontis hill n year ago. It should not au'ain prevent settlement of the 
coiuiliy '.s ju^i debt to tho nation's dciVnder.s. 

Instcjid ol' oppo.sinp the honiis bj- jiointintr out the burdens and 
(lilliculties of financing it, Mr. J\Iellon would do better to seek, find, 
and suggest methods of raising the money. Payments of debts arc 
always irk.soine. But that does not relieve the obligation of the debt- 
cr. It merely forces him to extraordinary efforts ,and perhaps to 
sacrifice, to raise the funds. That is the necessity confronting this 
country. 

As secretary of the ti'casury it is not Mr. Mellon's duty so much 
to point out the diflSculty of his position as to seek means for reliev- 
ing such difflctiity. ft is. of course, witiiin bis rights to oppose waste 
and unnecessary expejiditiire, but once an •■xpenditure is authorized, 
as the bonus will be authorized, he should be prepared with an ade- 
quate program for providing the wherewithal. 

His comments on the expense of the proposed bonus indicate not 
only thill lie is not SO prepared but that he i.s not preparing. His 
statement that European debts cannot be safely or improperly used 
as a source of the nr eessniy funds undoubtedly ia correct. But that 
Very point would seem to make it more incumbent upon him to seek j 
other nietliod.s. .Mr. .Mellon i.s an able man. If he goes to work at i 
the task now instead of attempting to scare the eoimtiy away from { 
the payinpr of jtist obligations he probabi ywill have a concrete, prac- ■ 
tlcal, and generally acceptable program ready by the time the bonus 
is authorized. Let it he soon.— Chicago Tribune.
